It is impossible to relate in a 
hurt chapter the exact role 
that was played by th e Royal 
F'eet in the World \\ ar of 1914 
-191S, but it is suifcient to re- 
maik that the British Navy was 
directly reaponsibile for keeping 
iilive the fa!*h, power and hope 
of tiv' \llir> in those dark days 
when ine international conflict 
U real nee to destroy *h e f• rc- 
e o? dizr.lifM. The ihjyal 
Nr v > -ni’o-j the transport of 
null ions of men, horses mules, 
vehicles, supplies, and other 
necessities; it organized and 
ciPTied out the famous convoy 
system that brought the huge 
expeditionary force* from Can¬ 
ada and the United Stars with 
the loss of only a few hundred 
ives; it guarded the waterways 
throughout the world and pro¬ 
tected the merchant ships 
against the submarines: it 
blocked the Belgium coastal 
bases which v ere used by the 
Gei nans and this saved many 
millions of people from a slow 
deadi through starvation. But 
.all these achievements would 
uo'*er have been accomplished if 
the British Navy had not won 
the great naval engagement at 
Jutland where Britain retained 
the mastery of the seas and the 
German Fleet could not leave 
its base. 

One of the ships which en¬ 
gaged in this great historical 
battle was the Collingwood and 
one of the men serving in the 
battleship’s turret was Prince 
Albert who had joined the 
crew only a few weeks before 
this important battle. lie was 
assigned to- “A” 12-inch fore- 
turret and in these surround¬ 
ings he spent that historic day 
and night when the balance of 
sea power of the world’s big na¬ 
tions was at stake. Anyone who 
knows how battleships are op¬ 
erated will not hesitate to state 
that duty in th e ship’s turret 
requires a very strong hand 
and steady nervous system be¬ 
cause the men in this close, 
steel confinement do not know 
exactly what is going on and 
they merely follow' out the or¬ 
ders which are given to them 
bv the ofTcer who is in control 
of the gunnery. The latter dir¬ 
ects the operations through a 
telephonic system and just as 
soon as the target is discovered 
the turret crew arrange the 
shot of the huge shell. 

King George the Sixth has 
always retained the little white 
ensign which the Collingwood 
flew' in this historic battle of 
Jutland and there is no doubt 
that it often reminds His Maj¬ 
esty of his duties aboard the 
battleship in this great and 
decisive naval engagement of 
the World War, when the ship 
Tied no less than eighty-four 
rounds of ammunition. 

The young Prince was men¬ 
tioned in the official despatches 
tor his remarkable bravery un¬ 
der fire.
